DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action responds to the election filed on 12/12/2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of species 2, reading on figure 6, is 
acknowledged. Claim 10 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Claim 1 is generic to all the species. 

2. Applicant's traversal is on the ground that there would not be an undue burden in 
examining the species in a single application. This is not found persuasive. 

3. In the restriction requirement mailed on 11/28/2005, the examiner set forth that 
the species include mutually exclusive characteristics that make them patentably 
distinct from each other. The applicants have failed to submit or identify any evidence 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. Thereby, searching for each of the species would require separately searching 
for each of their mutually exclusive characteristics. 

4. Because the applicants have failed to advance reasons leading to the conclusion 
that the species claimed are considered clearly unpatentable over each other and 
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because the species would require searching a separate subject of inventive effort, the 
requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference characters 120 and 130 have both been used to designate the same 
wiring (see, e.g., figs. 1-3). 

6. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference character 120 has been used to designate both a conductor (see, 
e.g., par.0033/ll.3) and a trench (see, e.g., par.0021/11.9). 

7. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 415 (see, e.g., fig. 5) and 450 (see, e.g., fig. 6). 

8. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference characters 410 (see, e.g., fig. 4) and 420 (see, e.g., figs. 5 and 6) 
have both been used to designate the same alloying liner. 

9. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37

CFR 1.121(d). If the examiner does not accept the changes, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

11. Claims 1-4, 6, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Besser (US 6633085). 

12. Regarding claim 1, Besser (see, e.g., fig. 7) shows all aspects of the instant 
invention including an integrated circuit including: 

- A first layer 30 having metal or metal alloy at a surface thereof 

- A second layer 34 adjacent to said surface and having a metal of metal alloy 
via 52 therein 

- An interlayer connection between the metal or metal alloy of the first layer 30 
and the via 52 

wherein the interlayer connection comprises an alloy region 50 restricted by a barrier 
layer 46 to an interfacial region between the metal or metal alloy of the first layer 30 and 
the via 52. 
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13. Regarding claim 2, Besser shows the metal or metal alloy of the first layer is a 
first metal 30 and the metal or metal alloy of the second layer is a second metal 52 (see, 
e.g., fig. 7). 

14. Regarding claim 3, Besser shows the metal or metal alloy comprises copper 
(see, e.g., col.4/11.51). 

15. Regarding claim 4, Besser shows the barrier includes a layer of tantalum nitride 
(see, e.g., col.5/ll.54). 

16. Regarding claim 6, Besser shows the metal alloy of the interlayer connection at 
said interface includes tin (see, e.g., col.5/11.17). 

17. Regarding claim 7, Besser shows the barrier 46 is above the interlayer 
connection and the metal alloy of the interlayer connection 50 is confined to a region 
below the barrier 46 (see, e.g., fig. 7). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

18. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

19. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
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under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

20. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Besser in 
view of Aller (US 6884329). 

21. Regarding claim 5, Besser shows most aspects of the instant invention (see, 
e.g., paragraph 12 above). Besser also shows that the barrier may be tantalum or 
tantalum nitride (see, e.g., col.5/ll.54). He, however, fails to show the barrier including 
both a layer of tantalum and a layer of tantalum nitride. Aller (see, e.g., col.5/ll.46-50), 
however, teaches that using both, tantalum would act as an adhesion layer and 
tantalum nitride as a barrier layer. 

It would have been obvious at the time of the invention to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to have Besser' s barrier comprising a layer of tantalum and a layer of tantalum 
nitride, as suggested by Aller, to have a copper diffusion barrier layer functioning as 
both an adhesion and a barrier layer. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

22. Claims 8 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
